The third drowning in less than 
two years took place in the Shaw- 


sheen river this week, when four- - 


year-old John Wade, son of Mr..and 
Mrs. Thomas Wade, 51 Marland 
street, Ballardvale,. was found 
drowned at 5:40 o’clock Tuesday 
morning near the Shawsheen grove 
section of the river. He had been 
missing from his home since 4:05 
o’clock Monday afternoon. 


The body was found in an arched 
culvert of a railroad bridge a few 
hundred feet west of Lowell Junc- 
tion, after a bloodhound, which was 
brought here from Scituate, R. L., 
iby state police, had led searchers 
to within a few feet of the spot. 
The body was detected with the 
aid of the new under-water light re- 
cently purchased by the town. 

The youngster was last seen. at 
4 o’clock, playing in a small sand- 
bank about a hundred feet from 
his home at the edge of the woods, 
and five minutes later when his 
mother went to call him he could 
not be found. A search revealed 
nothing, and the police were called. 
At 6:25 the Boy Scouts were called 
out and Sergeant William R. Hickey 
of the Andover police department 
led the search. When darkness fell, 
flood lights were set up, and the 
search was continued, extending out 
over the river. George Forsyth, for- 
merly in charge of the swimming 
beach at Pomp’s Pond, started 
diving in various parts of the river, 
and many used private boats and 
canoes in scanning the river.

Shortly, he returned to the United 
States to obtain recreational equip- 
ment and personnel which were 
used in establishing a new recre- 
ational system for northern Ireland. 


Invasion came, and a new assign- 
ment for Lt. Comdr. Dunn. Moving 
to Plymouth, England, he served 
first on the staff of the officer-in- 
charge there, and as D-Day ap- 
proached ‘was placed as officer-in- 
charge of the “Operations Vessel” 
at Utah Beach. Three months after 
beachheads had been established he 
was placed in charge of U. S. Naval 
personnel ashore, at the same time 
directing recreational activity. 


It was in conjunction with this 
work that he received a special 
commendation from Admiral Kirk 
for the recreational facilities pro- 
vided the men on the beach. In ad- 
dition, he was recommended by his 
commanding officer for the Legion 
of Merit for organizing recreational 
and morale-building activity and for 
his special work during the severe 
storms that accompanied the in- 
vasion. Upon the closing of the 
beachhead, he received a further 
letter of commendation from Ad- 
miral Stark for his work at that 
time. 


Lt. Comdr. Dunn returned to Eng- 
land, was transferred to Scotland 
and prepared for a new assignment 
as welfare and athletic officer for 
personnel serving as occupation 
forces in Germany. However, 
through months of service in the 
British Isles and in France, he 
qualified for rotation back to the 
States and returned here early in 
1945. 


His duty at Quonset has been 
marked by a tremendous expansion 
of welfare and recreational activity. 
New projects developed under his 
guidance include arts and crafts 
and hobby groups, roller skating, 
outdoor dances, clambakes, sailboat- 
ing, deep-sea fishing expeditions, 
and an almost continuous proces- 
sion of special stage entertainment, 
supplementing the regular movie 
program. Largely through his per- 
sonal contacts, arrangements have 
been made for radio and stage stars 
from leading Broadway productions 
to make personal appearances at 
Quonset in the interest of morale- 
building.

Lest We Forget 


The war is over and peace of a 
kind has come to the world. 

Peace came too, in December of 
1948, to an Andover boy named 
Robert Harding, who died at that 


time in a Japanese prison camp. 
For Robert Harding it is an ever- 
lasting peace; for the rest of the 
world it won’t be an everlasting 
peace unless we remember well 
why boys like Robert Harding died. 


Now that the Japanese have sur- 
rendered there is a definite ten- 
dency to go easy on them. Time has 
somewhat erased the memory of 
December 7, 1941, the day that “will 
live in infamy.” That was the day 
when the smiling, courteous emis- 
saries of Hirohito were ostensibly 
trying to preserve peaceful relation- 
ships between the United States 
and Japan, while at the same time 
a carrier force was sneaking up on 
our battle fleet at Pearl Harbor. 

In Tokyo Bay a few weeks ago 
there were more emissaries of Hiro- 
hito. They didn’t smile as much 
this time, but they were still the 
same courteous, over-polite Japan- 
ese who affixed their signatures to 
the surrender documents. What was 
in the minds of the two emissaries 
back in 1941 we did not know at 
that time, but now that we do know, 
it would be well for us to place no 
faith in anything Japanese. 


They quit without having had too 
much taste of war. Some of their 
cities had been bombed at home, 
some of their soldiers had tbeen 
killed, but actually they had not 
suffered the way England suffered, 
the way France suffered, and the | 
way that we have been able to| 
make Germany suffer. A couple of| 
atomic bombs dropped on two of | 
their cities. It made them realize
